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Emmanuel College was founded in 1584 by Sir Walter 
Mildmay, Chancellor of the Exchequer under Queen 
Elizabeth. Only a very small portion of the original edifices 
now remain : the College Chapel dating from 1668-78, and 
the College from the i>th and 19th centuries. Th< modern 
part of the building is known as the “Hostel,” and nas 
erected between 1885 and 1894. 
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
